FURNACE TO KEEP 
SMOKE AT MINIMUM 


ROPER methods of firing 
P tumnaces to produce a mini- 

mum of smoke are defined 
by the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers, as  fol- 
lows: 

A.deep fuel bed is desirable. 

Stir up the fire and get it 
hot before adding new fue!. 

Preliminary to firing a new 
charge, push the burned fuel to 
the back or sides of the fire 
box, heaping it high up on the 
sides of the fire box walls. lire 
fresh fuel intd the hole in the 
hot fuel bed, making it level with 
the heaped-up burning fuel. 

After firing creck the draft 
to make the fire burn slowly, 
setting the dampers as found 
best by experience. 

A large charge soft coal 
will burn § slowly several 
hours, giving off moderate heat. 
If more heat is desir it can 
be secured by breaking up the 
partly ignited mass with fire 
tools.

An appropriation of $50,000 for 
the legal department for the first | 
year, to facilitate preparation of 
condemnation suits, was included in 
the recommendations today, on sug- 
gestion of Director Fisk.

Skull Found in Patagonia 
Said to Be That of a Man 
Of Millions of Years Ago

Perhaps the Oldest 


Ever Unearthed, Thought to Be of the 
Tertiary Period. 


By the Associated Press. 
BUENOS AIRES, Feb. 27.—Dis- 


covery of a full-sized human skull! of 
the tertiary period was announced 
yesterday by Dr. J. G. Wolf, who 
has just returned after two years of 
exploration in Patagonia on behalf, 


of La Plata Museum. Dr. Wolf de- 
clared the fossilization was that of 
tertiary sandstone and that there 
was no doubt it was formerly the 
skull of a human being, not an ac- 
cidental formation. 

The lower jaw is missing. but 
otherwise the skull is almost per- 
fect. The eye-sockets and, what Is 
still more convincing, the sockets 
of the teeth in the upper jaw are 
clearly defined. The cranium is long 
and oval, and the forehead extreme- 
ly low and sloping. 

Dr. Wolf was formerly attached 
to the division of anthropology of 
the Canadian ‘Geological Survey. 
He went to Patagonia primarily to 
study the language and mythology 
of the Indians and found the skull 
in the possession of a’ white settler 
on the Andean slope. who picked it 
up some years ago and kept it as a 
curiosity, not realizing its scientific 
value. 

Dr. Wolf said he had left the fos- 
sil in the possession of the settler, 
whose property it was, and that he 
had submitted data thereon to the 
La Plata Museum for such action 
as the museum cares to take to ob- 


tain it. 


Ruins of Ancient Town. 

The scientist also announced the 
discovery of ruins of an ancient for- 
tified town in the heretofore unex- 
plored region north of Lake Car- 
diel, in the territory of Santa Cruz, 
which he belleves to be remnants of 
earlier than 
that of the Peruvian Incas. 

Sections of the walls 45 feet in 
height, built of blocks, each of 
three cubic feet, cut out of basalt. 
are still standing. The walls extend 
for a distance of 160 yards between 
hills which serve as buttresses. 
Within are the ruins of habitations. 

Dr. Wolf said the fact that the 
walls contained arches indicated 


‘thelr builders had reached a com- 


paratively high state of civilization 
and intellectual attainments. The 
walls were also carved with strange 
hieretic inscriptions differing from 
the Aztec, Inca or the Chibeha in 
Colombia. 

He noted one carving in which ap- 
peared the representation of an anl- 
mal resembling the extinct glypto- 
dont. He roughly estimated the age 
of the ruins at from 2000 to 3000 
years, but thought excavations might 
more definitely determ 1e their age. 

Inscriptions on Rocks. 

There have been other evidences 

of an ancient civilization tn Pata- 


)gonia, but this is said to be the first 


discovery of actual ruins. Some dis- 
tance further south he found what 
was perhaps an ancient thoroughfare 
along which for more than a mile 
the rocks were covered with similar 
inscriptions. 

After leaving his data with the 
museum, Dr. Wolf pians to return 
to Patagonia next month, when he 
is to search for the “enchanted city 
of Patagonian Incian mythology 
supposed to be situated in the Ander 
He believes that this place, whict 
the Indians refer to as the home of 
the Sun God, will prove to be the 
ruins of another ancient city. 

“The fosssilized skull-is, of course. 
that' of a man who lived some mi!- 
lions of years ago,” said Dr. Wott. 
“The people who lived in the fort!- 
fied town were comparatively mo:'- 
ern, reckoned by the age of tt 
human race.”

The tendency has been 
toward a broad but superficial education—a little Dit 
of everything but nothing in such thoroughness as to 
{nstill mental discipline and stimuiate thought. Vo- 
cational courses are declared to be a farce. Not the 
least convincing of the charges is that a great number 
of children and routh take cultural and professiona! 
/courses who are better fitted to become tradesmen 
or mechanics 

A great deal has been said about inadequate appro- 
priations and incompetent teachers. But as shown 
by the enormous increase in school expenditures in 
America the entire responsibility is not to be so sim- 
ply disposed of. Any srstem is just about what its 
generals make it. Who are the generals of the Amer- 
ican system, and what is their capacity to determine 
the pattern of American education? Our system 
camnot be perfected merely by offering more money 
to teachers. The best teachers would not be those 
who would respond only to a financial inducement. 
There should be a priesthood of education !n America 
as there is in Europe todar. A system that wastes 
four years of the pupils’ time and eren then falls of 
‘its function is intolerable.
